and to publiſh and declare, and hee doth hereby publiſh and declare Hts Ropall will and plea⸗ 
lure to bee, and doeth by theſe pꝛeſents ſtraitly charge and command, aſwell His Lozds Spiri⸗ 
tuall and Tempoꝛall, as alſo all deputy Lieutenants, Juſtices of the Peace, cx Gentlen:cn of qua⸗ 
litie, Who haue Manſion houſes in the Countrey, wherein they and their families haue viſually 
dwelt, (except ſuch as are of his Highnes Pꝛiuie Counſell, oꝛ beare Office about the Perſons 02 
Courts of Himſelfe ,02 of His deareſt Conſoꝛt the Queene) that they and eneryof them in micdi⸗ 
atly vpon the end of this pꝛeſent moneth of Rouember, depart from the Cities of London and 
Weltminſter, and other Cities and places, with their families and ſeruants, vuto their ſeuerall 
Countreps to attend their Deruice there, and to keepe Hoſpitality,as appertatneth to their degres 
and calling, and that they, noꝛ any of them, make their abode in any other Cities oꝛ Townes, 
where they ſhall line pꝛiuatelp, but reſoꝛt to their Countrey houſes # o2dinary places of habitati⸗ 
on, and there obſerue thele directions, vpon paine, not onely of his Maieſties moſt heaup indig⸗ 
nation and diſpleaſure, and diſablement to hold any ſuch places of truſt vnder his Maieſtie, but 
alſo of ſuch further tenſure and puniſhment, as may be inflicted vpon them foꝛ their diſobediente, 
and contempt oꝛ neglect of this his Royal Commandement, wherof as his Maieſtie intendeth to 
take a ſtrict and ſeuere account ; So he doeth hereby require and command, aſwell the Lozds, 
and others of his Pꝛiuie Counlell, as alſo his Attourney generall, and all other his Officers and 
Miniſters, whom it ſhall any way conterne, to take oꝛder, that all ſuch as ſhall offend, may receine 


tondigne puniſhment, without toleration oz tonntuencie.
